SAN FRANCISCO. July 27—(/P) 
—Three men were trapped for 50 
uneasy minutes below the surface 
in a diving bell at a Golden Gate 
Ex position concession early today 
before climbing out the 
escape 
hatch after 2,000 gallons had been 
pumped from the 25-foot tank . 
The three w^ere Louis Gilpin, 22, 
operator of the concession, and his 
two customers. Edgar B. Simmons, 
22, and William R. Arthur, both of 
Walnut Creek , Calif. 
Gilpin submerged in the bell 
with Simmons and Arthur, con­ 
trolling movement of the steel cy l­ 
inder from the inside. On the as­ 
cent, the power cut off, plunging 
the bell into dark ness and halt­ 
ing it three feet below the surface.

They said their only ill effects 
had been a smarting of the ey es. 
Two air hoses maintained a nor­ 
mal circulation in the bell, which 
has room for about eight per­ 
sons. 
Pale and nervous, Gilpin said he 
at first thought the power failure

The général p rincip le has been 
adop ted by the scientific bodies 
of the American Medical Associ­ 
ation that it is satisfactory to add 
vftamins and minerals to foods in
